10 YEARS FOR MAN WHO 
‘USED BMW AS WEAPON’ 


A MOTORIST who “used his car as a 
weapon” and deliberately drove at a 
group of men, has been jailed for 10 years 
at Cardiff Crown Court, and disqualified 
from driving for six years, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 
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One of the men who 
was injured, David 
Parish, had been alerted 
by a disturbance outside 
his home, and, as a 
result, suffered a broken 
knee into which two 
plates were inserted. 

Mr Parish later told 
the police that “his 
whole life had been 
thrown into turmoil”. 

Ryan Waters (26) of 
Fford Maendy, Sarn, 
admitted causing Mr 
Parish grievous bodily 
harm with intent, 
attempting to cause 
grievous bodily harm 
with intent to Lee Jones, 
and dangerous driving. 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said the offences 
took place when Waters 
was on bail for assault¬ 
ing Hay ley Dicks. They 
had had a relationship 
but had split up. 

On New Year’s Eve, 
Waters contacted her 
crying, and the following 
day he collected her “to 
sort things out”. 

But, said Mr Pugh, he 
began “kicking off’ and 
drove in his BMW to the 
home of Lee Jones, a 
friend of Miss Dicks, at 
The Chase, Brackla. 

He arrived at 5 am and 
hammered on the door. 
Mr Jones answered, and 
was attacked by Waters. 

A friend, Ricky Hunt, 
who was staying at the 
house, tried to break up 
the fight, struck Waters 
and rugby tackled him. 

Waters left, but picked 
up a piece of wood and 
struck Mr Jones on the 
arm. Waters got back 
into his car and Mr Jones 
bit his thumb. 

Seconds later, a stone 
broke the window of the 
BMW, at which point Mr 


Parish, in his 50s, came 
out holding his dog, 
wondering what the 
commotion was. 

All went into Mr 
Parish’s driveway and 
soon after. Waters revved 
his engine and drove at 
them, striking the three. 

Miss Dicks, shocked 
by what she saw, jumped 
out of Waters’ car. 

At the moment, said 
Mr Pugh, Mr Parish is 
wearing a leg brace and 
will possibly need anoth¬ 
er operation in two years. 

Mr Jones had possible 
broken toes and cuts to 
the forehead. 

Mr Parish later said he 
now lacked mobility, and 
has to live with his elder¬ 


ly mother because he is 
more or less house¬ 
bound. 

The court heard that in 
July, Waters was 
involved in a charge of 
battery and driving with¬ 
out due care, involving 
punching Miss Dicks in 
the stomach, and swerv¬ 
ing into the rear of her 
car when she had a child 
as a passenger. 

His counsel, Eugene 
Egan, described Waters 
as “fragile and brittle”. 
He said that he foolishly 
went to the house of Mr 
Jones and matters spilled 
over, with the result that 
he had “put his head into 
the lion’s cage” with two 
men against him. 


He said he wanted to 
apologise to the blame¬ 
less Mr Parish, who suf¬ 
fered significant injuries. 

Waters, he said, came 
from a respectable back¬ 
ground and his parents 
were bewildered. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins said Waters’ 
relationship with the 
woman had been “turbu¬ 
lent to say the least.” 

He said Mr Parish was 
a perfectly innocent per¬ 
son, and Waters had used 
his car as a weapon. 

He was ordered to 
take an extended driving 
test and pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £120.

THE bidding contest 
to build a new super¬ 
market in Porthcawl 
has been won by 
Morrisons. 

Bids were invited for 
the supermarket, which is 
earmarked for the 
Hillsboro Place car park, 
after Tesco pulled out, 
almost exactly one year 
ago. Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) confirmed today 
that its preferred bidder 
for the development of a 
supermarket in 

Porthcawl is Wm 
Morrison Supermarkets 
PLC. 

A BCBC spokesperson 
said: “Morrisons was 
selected as the preferred 
bidder, following a num¬ 
ber of competitive bids 
and a rigorous selection 
process. 

“The appointment and 
a subsequent analysis of 
related financial issues 
are still subject to cabi¬ 
net approval. The devel¬ 
opment of the superstore 
forms an important part 
of the plans for the 
waterfront area and will 
benefit the community of 


Porthcawl, as well as the 
overall regeneration 
scheme. 

“With the council 
undertaking highways 
and infrastructure work, 
the superstore develop¬ 
ment will provide an 
important link with Dock 
Street and the town cen¬ 
tre, new car parking 
facilities for the town and 
attractive landscaped 
public spaces. 

“It will release fund¬ 
ing that will enable the 
council to focus on other 
important phases of the 
regeneration, including 
land reserved for leisure 
use in the lower part of

Maesteg man 
and son jailed 
for ambush 
of love rival 


A BUSINESSMAN 
and his son took 
part in deliberately 
ambushing and 
attacking a love 
rival of one of them, 
causing him to suf¬ 
fer a broken jaw, a 
court heard. 

Norman Hayden (53) 
of Talbot Terrace, 
Maesteg, was jailed for 
five years at Cardiff 
Crown Court and his 
son, Damien Hayden 
(26) of Sandfields, Port 
Talbot, was jailed for 
three years, 10 months. 

Both had been found 
guilty of causing Jamie 
Gaylard grievous bodily 
harm with intent. 

Judge William 

Gaskell told Norman 
Hayden: “Because of 
your obsession and jeal¬ 
ousy, you set up this 


A SERIAL burglar 
who raided 20 
premises in the 
Bridgend area has 
been jailed for three 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Lee Collier (42) of no 
fixed address, admitted 
three charges of burglary 
and asked for 17 other 
offences of burglary to be 
taken into consideration. 

All of the offences, 
said Judge Rhys 
Rowlands, had had a pro¬ 
found effect on the vic¬ 
tims. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said that on 
April 13, he broke into a 
house in Newcastle Hill, 
Bridgend, occupied by 
Jeanette Beasley and her 
two children, who actual¬ 
ly saw him enter the 
kitchen. 

Collier fled, and 20 
minutes later broke into a 
house in West Road, 
Bridgend, occupied by 
Sian Hooper and 
demanded her purse 
when he confronted her. 

Again, he ran off, hav¬ 
ing stolen a mobile 
phone. 


assault.” 

His son, he added, 
had undoubtedly been 
brought into the situa¬ 
tion and his criminality 
was less than that of his 
father. 

Prosecutor Marion 
Lewis said that on 
January 2 last year, Mr 
Gaylard was attacked by 
the men in the Asda car 
park, Maesteg. 

A third person was 
present, but didn’t take 
part. Norman Hayden 
headbutted him, causing 
him to fall to the ground 
and Damien Hayden 
threw a punch to the left 
side of his face. 

He suffered two black 
eyes, abrasions, a cut lip 
and a broken jaw. 

Norman Hayden 
denied being near the 
scene and his son said he 
had been elsewhere. 

The attack, said Ms 


On April 12, the police 
established that he had 
stolen charity boxes from 
the bar of the Caeffatri 
public house, Bridgend. 

He denied all the 
offences, but was posi¬ 
tively identified. 

All the victims, said 
Mr Howells, were dis¬ 
tressed by the raids and 
one of the children had 
nightmares. 

He said Mrs Beasley 
did not feel safe, and the 
family put in CCTV, 
costing £2,000. Mrs 
Hooper also felt unsafe. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 129 
offences, including 19 
for burglary or attempted 
burglary. 

Said his counsel, Alex 
Greenwood: “It is right 
to say he has an horrific 
record. At one time, he 
was a heroin addict. 

“He made an attempt 
to assist South Wales 
Police by admitting 
unsolved burglaries. He 
was released from prison 
earlier this year, but was 
forced to live on the 
streets and took to drink 
and drugs.” 


Lewis, was motivated by 
jealousy because six 
months before, Norman 
Hayden had threatened 
Mr Gaylard about seeing 
a woman he knew. 

Francis Jones, for 
Damien Hayden, said 
that he was not the 
leader and was under the 
influence of his father. 

Since the attack, his 
wife had tragically died 
and he had done his best 
to look after his child. 

Andrew Jones, for 
Norman Hayden, said: 
“This was a man cuck¬ 
olded by a woman. It 
was provocation.” 

Since the attack, he 
had been provoked by 
Mr Gaylard but had not 
responded. 

“He does not drink, 
and has no problem with 
drugs. He is a loving, 
devoted father and the 
incident has had such a 
dramatic effect on him, 
he has suffered depres¬ 
sion and received treat¬ 
ment. 

“He has lost his finan¬ 
cial stability and had 
been an upstanding, 
respected man.” 

The Judge said 
Norman Hayden had had 
a relationship for some 
years with a consider¬ 
ably younger woman, 
who intermittently had a 
sexual relationship with 
Mr Gaylard. 

“No doubt she 
encouraged Mr Gaylard 
and he would visit her 
for sex. When the rela¬ 
tionship with Norman 
Hayden ended, he didn’t 
take it well. 

“But you had no right 
to arrange that assault on 
a man who was some¬ 
thing of a thorn. There is 
a suggestion that Mr 
Gaylard flaunted the 
relationship. 

“You had had enough 
and you decided to 
assault him seriously, 
and you brought along 
your son and another 
man.” 

He said after the 
attack, Mr Gaylard went 
to his father crying and 
shouting: “Look what 
they have done to me.” 
Some teeth were dis¬ 
lodged and his face dis¬ 
torted. 

“The offence was 
cowardly. You 

ambushed this man and 
inflicted significant 
injury. Both of you used 
your feet.”

Serial burglar’s 
jail sentence 


MBE FOR 
LOCAL 
CHARITY 
WORKER

A LOCAL charity 
worker received the 
MBE in the recent 
Queen’s Birthday 
Honours list. 

Mari Major is proba¬ 
bly best known in the 
area as the secretary and 
co-ordinator of the 
Bridgend County 
Borough Mayor’s Civic 
Charity Appeal Fund - a 
task she first took on in 
2001. 

Each mayor takes 
office and nominates his 
or her chosen charities, 
and then events are 
organised to fundraise 
for them. 

As Mari started in 
2001, it means that she 
has performed this duty 
for 13 different mayors, 
and over that period, 
more than £400,000 has 
been raised for charities. 

Mari was pleased to 
point out that all these 
charities were local.

Mari explained: “When I 
was originally notified, I 
was warned not to tell

March over the 
threat to 
POW hospital 


ANOTHER march 
against the removal 
of hospital services 
will take place this 
Saturday (July 6) at 
1pm from Newbridge 
Fields through 
Bridgend town centre 
to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, where 
it will be addressed by 
Assembly Members 
Bethan Jenkins and 
Suzy Davies. 

It follows proposals to 
remove key services 
such as accident & 
emergency, pediatrics, 
consultant-led maternity 
and special care materni¬ 
ty unit from either the 
Princess of Wales in 
Bridgend or the Royal 
Glamorgan in 
Llantrisant. 

Organisers said that 
fears have grown since 
former Labour AM and 
now chair of Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg, 

Andrew Davies, 
declared that even if the 
Princess of Wales was 
granted regional status, 
key services could be 
removed due to lack of 
capacity. 

During one consulta¬ 
tion event, ABMU chief 
executive Paul Roberts 
stated that further cen¬ 
tralisation and removal 
of services could be on 
the cards further down 
the line. 

The man behind the 


march, Mel Hughes, 
said: “We are anticipat¬ 
ing between 500 and 800 
people on this march. 

“After the last march 
that was held midweek, 
we received a significant 
number of people who 
said they were interested 
in supporting a march if 
it was over the weekend. 

“We strongly urge the 
people of Bridgend, and 
anyone across Wales 
who is concerned about 
these proposals, to come 
along and support us. 

“Last time we saw 
hundreds of mothers and 
children, many of whom 
rely on these services, 
and it would be great to 
see twice as many this 
time and other people 
who are concerned.” 

Former Plaid Cymru 
Assembly candidate for 
Bridgend, Tim Thomas, 
who has helped to 
organise the march, 
added: “I am very con¬ 
cerned about services 
across south Wales and I 
find the whole process 
of pitting one hospital 
and one community 
against another extreme¬ 
ly distasteful. 

“The fight for a better 
NHS in Wales will not 
stop once a recommen¬ 
dation has been made, 
which is why I am keen 
to see a united campaign 
group.” 


RNLI race to 
rescue as yacht 
springs a leak! 


PORTHCAWL 
RNLI crew raced to 
the rescue of a 77- 
year-old yachtsman, 
whose boat was tak¬ 
ing on water - 
which was already 
three-feet deep! 

At 4.45pm on Friday 
June 28, Porthcawl’s 
RNLI Lifeboat was 
launched to reports of a 
39-foot sailing yacht tak¬ 
ing on water and in dan¬ 
ger of sinking off Kenfig 
Beach. 

Both Porthcawl and 
Port Talbot RNLI volun¬ 
teer Lifeboats were 
launched, because the 
yacht’s radio message to 
the Coastguard suddenly 
went dead, and it was 
feared that the yacht had 
already sunk, and that 
there would be people in 
the water. 

Porthcawl’s Atlantic 
85 Lifeboat “Rose of the 
Shires”, reached the 
yacht first within 13 min¬ 
utes, and found a lone 
sailor on board. 

The yacht was taking 


on a lot of water and in 
danger of sinking. 
Helmsman Andrew 
Walmsley, a volunteer 
lifeboat man for over 20 
years, put crewman Ross 
Purchase on board to see 
if he could stop the flow 
of water into the yacht, 
and to start pumping it 
out. 

The water started 
some small electrical 
fires on board, which 
were quickly brought 
under control by the 
lifeboat crew. 

A rescue helicopter 
also brought an addition¬ 
al salvage pump to the 
yacht, and winched it 
down onto the deck. 

Andrew Walmsley 
said “When we arrived at 
the yacht, we first made 
sure that the sailor, an 
experienced 77-year old 
yachtsman, was safe and 
well. There was approxi¬ 
mately three foot of 
water in the boat, and we 
immediately started 
pumping it out of the 
yacht.” 

Porthcawl lifeboat 


stood by with the strick¬ 
en yacht until Mumbles 
RNLI’s all-weather Tyne 
Class lifeboat arrived on 
the scene to assist with 
the pumping, and towed 
the yacht into Swansea 
Marina. 

Mrs Aileen Jones, the 
volunteer RNLI deputy 
launching authority for 
Porthcawl, said: “This 
rescue highlights the 
important work of all our 
RNLI volunteers around 
the coast. 

“This rescue involved 
three RNLI lifeboats and 
a helicopter, which in 
total involved more than 
30 RNLI volunteers 
either at sea, or as impor¬ 
tantly on shore assisting 
with the launch of the 
lifeboats. 

“All these volunteers 
made the rescue possible 
by giving up their own 
time to rescue the yacht, 
and to attend training 
sessions, sometimes 
twice a week, for no 
financial reward.”

TURNING THE CLOCK BACK ON A GOOD THING... 

‘Hospital is a centre of 
excellence’ - health chiefs 


ASSURANCES that 
Maesteg Hospital is seen 
by health chiefs as a centre 
of excellence, have been 
welcomed by regional AM 
Byron Davies. 

A public meeting in Maesteg 
about health services was told by 
ABMu chief executive Paul 
Roberts that Maesteg Hospital 
had an important role to play in 
providing health services within 
the whole Bridgend area. 

He said that the excellent out¬ 
patients’ department was being 
expanded to include more spe¬ 
cialist clinics. It was realised that 
it has the capacity to treat more 
people than it does. 

Dr Rohan Mather told the 
meeting that a regional service for 
people suffering with motor neu¬ 


rone disease was going there and 
some other work was being taken 
from Bridgend and put into 
Maesteg. 

Mr Roberts added that they 
were hoping to bring the GPs 
from the area back into the hospi¬ 
tal to provide some services, 
including possible out-of-hours 
services. 

Mr Davies, who is a Welsh 
Conservative regional AM for 
South Wales West, welcomed this 
news: “I know that in the past, the 
out-of-hours service was run by 
the local GPs on a rota, and they 
used Maesteg Hospital as a base 
to treat people at nights and week¬ 
ends. At one time, they also cared 
for their own patients in the beds 
at the hospital. 

“I am not sure how much of 
those services we can reclaim but 


from the point of view of resi¬ 
dents, the current out-of-hours 
service does not plug the gap left 
when that service ceased. 

“Residents complain that if 
they need to see a doctor, they 
have to travel down to the out-of- 
hours centre at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, as there appear to 
be very few home visits under the 
new system. 

“This is not easy for people liv¬ 
ing in the outlying areas like 
Maesteg where car ownership 
levels are lower than average, and 
taking a taxi can cost £30 for a 
return trip - beyond the means of 
many people. 

“I have no idea what can be 
achieved but I am heartened to 
hear that attempts are being made 
to turn the clock back in a good 
way,” he added.

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18 months in 
jail for drug 
addict ‘bully^ 


A DRUG addict who was violent towards 
his partner and harassed her has been 
jailed for 18 months at Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Liam Hodge, 21, was told by Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC: “There’s only one word which proper¬ 
ly describes you in relation to your behaviour to this 
woman. 

“You are a bully.” 

He said it was an understatement to say his rela¬ 
tionship had been volatile. Because of his behaviour 
towards her, there had been 25 police callouts. 

Hodge, of Heol Glanant, Bettws, admitted charges 
of harassment and robbery. 

Prosecutor David Pugh said that the couple’s two- 
year relationship ended in January after he assaulted 
her. 

On March 6, police officers went to the home of 
Hodge’s former partner, Hannah Norris in Bettws,

looking for him. She telephoned him but he became 
abusive, said he had a new girlfriend, and added: 
“Don’t call me again, or I’ll strangle you like I did 
before.” 

The court was told that he called her and said: “If 
I ever see you with another man I’m going to kick 
the door in, tie you up in bed, and burn the house 
down with you inside.” 

He also said he would smash her face in. 

She called the police and while they were there he 
again telephoned and said he would control her life. 

Later he told her: “I’m going to make your life 
******* hell. You’ll have to get me done for harass- 
ment.“I don’t care about the police.” 

Hodge added: “I am never going to let you move 
on,” said Mr Pugh. 

He was arrested and said she was lying. 

On April 3, he went to Miss Norris’ home, 
demanding £100 and refused to leave. He took her 
mobile phone, and became angry “with his eyes pop¬ 
ping out”. She gave him £80, but when her mother 
and others arrived, he gave it back. 

“He said he was sorry and that there was some¬ 
thing wrong with his head,” said Mr Pugh, but he 
then prised open her fingers and took the money 
back. 

He later denied going to the house. 

She told the police she was so frightened she 
rarely went out. The police, said Mr Pugh, installed 
a panic alarm. 

Hodge’s counsel, Meirion Davies, said: “He had a 
chaotic lifestyle and has been diagnosed with drug- 
induced psychosis. He has tried to ease the situation 
by accepting his responsibility. 

“When free of drugs, he is sensible. His intention 
is to live in another area.” The court heard he had 
been cautioned for punching her in the mouth. 

The Judge made a 10-year restraining order, ban¬ 
ning Hodge from contacting the woman, and he was 
ordered to pay a £100 victim surcharge.

Camilla is a patron of 
Emmaus UK, and her 
visit to Porthcawl 
marked the fact that there 
will soon be three charity 
shops in the borough - 
supporting the organisa¬ 
tion. 

The Emmaus principle 
is simple. Homeless peo¬ 
ple are offered the chance 
to live in an Emmaus 
community. When stay¬ 
ing in a house, they are 
known as ‘Emmaus com¬ 
panions’. 

They pay for their 


keep by working in that 
community, refurbishing 
furniture and other items. 

These are then sold in 
the Emmaus charity 
shops. The homeless 
people, as and when they 
find their feet again, can 
move on and re-start 
their lives. 

However, as Justin 
Horton, the director of 
Emmaus south Wales, 
explained to The GEM: 
“There is no Emmaus 
community in south 
Wales yet. The charity 
shops are raising funds 
so that we can buy a suit¬ 
able house. 

“We now have two 
shops open, in Bridgend 
and Porthcawl. A third 
shop, our first superstore, 
will open in late July in 
Tremains Road, 

Bridgend, and will spe¬ 
cialise in second-hand 
furniture, electrical and 
household items.” 

Justin stressed that 
Emmaus was much big¬ 


ger in other countries. 

He said: “The 

Duchess of Cornwall has 
just returned from visit¬ 
ing Emmaus Erance, 
which is a massive 
organisation. 

“There, people are 
much more likely to ring 
Emmaus than their local 
council, when they want 
some furniture taken 
away.” 

As there is no 
Emmaus community in 
south Wales as yet, it fol¬ 
lows that goods on sale 
locally are not recondi¬ 
tioned and refurbished by 
the homeless. 

The work is done by 
volunteers, who believe 
in the charity’s ethos, and 
want that first house to be 
a reality. 

Justin said: “They do a 
wonderful job - which is 
why the Duchess of 
Cornwall wants to visit 
them. When it comes to 
collecting old furniture, 
we are really not picky.

Sisters Jenny and Jane 
Jones wanted to see the 
food co-op return to 
Brackla as access to 
fresh fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles locally was very 
low. 

The sisters are “very 
excited” to be relaunch¬ 
ing the co-op, Jane is a 
mother of four and 
Jenny of two. 

“I feed my whole 
family on the produce 
from the food co-op and 
any leftovers are fed to 
Max our border collie,” 
said Jenny. 

“I have just done a 
cost comparison for the 
fruit and it works out at 
more than twice the 
price at the local super¬ 
markets.” 

The not-for-profit 
food co-ops are open to 
all members of the pub¬ 
lic. They are volunteer- 
led and designed to run 
without any form of 
funding after the initial 
support, they receive 
from Pood Development 
Workers of the Rural 
Regeneration Unit. 

One of the customers, 
Cara Rees, brought 
along her seven-month- 
old daughter Eden to the 
co-op. 

She said: “It is amaz¬ 
ing, the produce lasts for 


ages and it is great for 
weaning babies as they 
get to try different tastes, 
and you can plan you 
meals around what 
comes in the bags.”

FOLLOWING the suc¬ 
cess of the Velindre

Charity concert 
will be in memory 
of Ray Murray 


AN evening of choral singing 
in Cowbridge tomorrow 
(Friday, July 5) will be held in 
memory of a popular local 
man - Ray Murray. 

Prostate Cymru’s inaugural choral 
night will be an evening of high quali¬ 
ty music and song - dedicated to Ray, 
who was the charity’s founder and 
chairman. 

The Bridgend Male Choir will join 
Pendoylan School Choir in Cowbridge 
Leisure Centre to perform a range of 
songs, from classic Welsh hymns to 
music from the shows. 

A spokesman for Prostate Cymru 
said: “All the money from the concert 
goes towards funding the Green Light 
Laser equipment at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, Bridgend, and to fund 
robotic surgery in Wales.” 

The charity Glaze was formed by 
Ray and Lyn Murray, and Andy 
Thomas, its trustees, 10 years ago and 
has raised more than half a million 
pounds. 

This was to bring Green Light Laser 
surgery to Wales, as the technique 
made a huge difference to men need¬ 
ing surgery to reduce the size of an 
enlarged prostate. 

Glaze has now been incorporated 
into Prostate Cymru and a small team 
of dedicated ambassadors raise money 
in various ways. 

Prostate Cymru is also campaigning 
to bring robotic surgery to Wales - a 
technique that makes a difference to 
operations for prostate cancer. 

At the moment, men in Wales who 
need such surgery have to have it in 
England, and pay £13,000! Men in 
England can get it free on the NHS. 

The spokesman said: “Sadly, 
Prostate Cymru’s chairman Ray 


Murray passed away last month. The 
charity thought it appropriate to mark 
his hard work and dedication over 10 
years, by renaming the concert the 
‘Ray Murray Inaugural Concert’. 

“Ray worked tirelessly for the char¬ 
ity over the past decade, starting it in 
the front room of his house and mak¬ 
ing it a body with national recogni¬ 
tion.” 

The show at Cowbridge Leisure 
Centre aims to raise cash for the char¬ 
ity but is also a ‘Bon Voyage’ for 13 
intrepid explorers who are heading to 
South America to conquer its highest 
summits. 

Led by charity trustee, Andy 
Thomas and former Welsh internation¬ 
als Bob Norster and Eddie Butler, they 
will be climbing five volcanoes in 
Ecuador - to raise funds for Prostate 
Cymru. 

The hikers who will also climb, 
Chimborazo, Ecuador’s highest moun¬ 
tain - which towers 21,000 feet! 

The spokesman added: “Bob and 
Ed have faced many southern hemi¬ 
sphere challenges on the pitch - but 
this will see them take southern hemi¬ 
sphere danger to a new level.”

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Evil villain animation 
is fun for all the family 


B eing a villain 

always seems to be 
more fun than being 
the hero. A casual attitude 
to justice, grandiose evil 
schemes and a gigantic lair 
full of all manner of inter¬ 
esting things - what’s not 
to love about that? 

That idea was the basis for 
2010’s Despicable Me, which 
saw arch-villain Gru’s plans to 
steal the moon scuppered by his 
newfound love for three girls he 
adopted as part of his nefarious 
plan. 

Huge box-office meant that a 
second outing was a certainty, 
and so Despicable Me 2 hits cine¬ 
mas, which sees the newly- 
reformed Gru (voiced by Steve 
Carell), now a father to the three 
girls, hired by the Anti-Villain 
League to work alongside one of 
their top agents Lucy (voiced by 
Kristen Wiig) to track down a 
serum that, in the wrong hands, 
could have devastating conse¬ 
quences. 

Of course, with three girls to 
look after, and his infamous min¬ 
ions nipping at his heels, the task 
is anything but straightforward... 

Animated sequels, much like 
their live-action brethren, are 
notoriously difficult to get right; 
most of the time, an increase in 
spectacle and boundary-pushing 
sacrifices the good feeling gener¬ 
ated from a film’s first outing. 

It is a condition that doesn’t 
affect Despicable Me 2, a film 
that builds on the goodwill of that 
first outing and, while hardly 
breaking new ground in terms of 


its story, builds on it, creating an 
easily watchable and highly 
amusing slice of cinematic enter¬ 
tainment. 

The selling point of the fran¬ 
chise has been Gru’s minions, a 
gaggle of small yellow characters 
speaking what sounds like pid- 
geon French and showing them¬ 
selves to be severely shorn in the 
brains department. 

If you find these little guys 
funny, then you’ll be more than 
comfortable here, the film hang¬ 
ing on their actions when the pac¬ 
ing sags, and their antics hit the 
funny bone square on. 

With their slapstick-style com¬ 
edy, they follow in the tradition 
of the aliens from Toy Story - 
cute, engaging and hilarious, 
something that applies to the 
other characters as well, even if 
the story doesn’t make the most 
of the potential that’s there. 

It teases at ideas either unused 
or underdone - one of the girls’ 
love of violence, Gru’s shunning 
of his previous life as a villain, 
the lack of a mother in the girls’ 
lives. 

The actual story, a predictable 
one with an espionage tint, is 
shorn of any surprise or suspense, 
but carried by the goodwill of the 
characters, it just about works, 
and the younger audience will 
hardly panic about the straightfor¬ 
ward ‘A to B’ nature of the narra¬ 
tive. 

The vocal cast are all on top 
form; Steve Carell, in particular, 
once again delivering the 
comedic goods as Gru, with only 
Kristen Wiig’s vocal stylings not 
quite working as the agent work¬ 
ing alongside Gru, feeling flat 


and a little forced. 

The film looks tremendous, the 
CGI animation giving the film a 
beautiful visual look accentuated 
by directors Pierre Coffin and 
Chris Renaud (who - fact alert! - 
also voice the minions) with the 
3D well worth indulging in, the 
filmmakers making the most of 
the extra dimension in some 
clever ways. 

Simplistic story aside. 
Despicable Me 2 is sl breezy, 
pleasing film that works for the 
whole family, retaining the charm 
that made the first so appealing, it 
is a wonderful effort. 

VERDICT: Hugely amusing 
and charming. Despicable Me 2 
is a case of a sequel matching its 
progenitor. While the story is a 
touch flat and predictable, the 
comedy and magic of the minions 
mean that it won’t factor too 
greatly come the end credits 
(which are worth staying fori). 
Recommended.

Now Gatland gambles on his 
tried and trusted for final test 


I N what is now a sporting cliche as familiar as the 
well-worn ^game of two halves^ Sir Alf Ramsey, 
England’s World Cup winning manager in 1966, 
first coined the tenet - ^^never change a winning 
teamV’ 

Cliche or no, 47 years on, it remains as true for the oval ball 
as the round one - so Warren Gatland, the British & Lions 
head coach, knew the calculated gamble he was taking in mak¬ 
ing five changes from the first test for the second and penulti¬ 
mate clash with Australia at the Etihad stadium, Melbourne, on 
Saturday - admittedly, two enforced by injury. 

The pragmatic Kiwi asserted: “It’s never about not changing a 
winning team. It’s about picking the best side to do a job for us. 
Our whole focus is on winning the match, and the series...” 

Given that the Lions had declared they expected another 
tight, “brutal” battle, and were “prepared to win ugly”, some of 
the selections, particularly in the front five - lacking the 
injured Paul O’Connell’s formidable presence, or specialist sec¬ 
ond row cover on the bench to add muscle (no Ian Evans or 
Richie Gray) were also clearly a gamble. 

This was all the more surprising, in light of the tourists’ pre¬ 
vious problems at the scrum, highlighted once tight head prop 
Adam Jones had left the field in the first test - and it proved to 
be the case yet again in Melbourne, though this time it proved 
more costly, as the tourists slipped to an agonising 15-16 last- 
minute defeat. 

In addition, the axing of combative scrum half Mike Phillips 
in favour of the smaller, quicker Ben Youngs, caused some sur¬ 
prise, particularly as the conservative game plan called for tight 
control up front, hence the need to stiffen the weakened pack 
with the destructive Dan Lydiate. 

True, Phillips had not been at his best during the Lions’ nar¬ 
row 23-21 win in the first test, but given the context, his quali¬ 
ties as a ‘ninth forward’ were missed on Saturday, while Youngs 
failed to make the expected impact and was substituted by 
Conor Murray - ironically, a player more in the Phillips mould! 

Confusingly, the coach had stated that the Welshman was 
available for selection, but had been carrying an injury, that his 
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knee was “sore”, and they had decided to rest him: 

“We felt it was prudent to have him 100 per cent ready for the 
third test”. 

That had left the Lions’ camp open to the questionable notion 
that they were not as confident of clinching the series last week¬ 
end as they appeared to be - else why keep their first choice No 
9 under wraps for a third match that would have little at stake 
with mission accomplished? 

The selection gamble was soon challenged, as a fired-up 
Australia predictably targeted a perceived weakness in the 
tourists’ front row, with young loose head prop Mako Vunipola 
given a torrid time early on. 

Even so, it was the Lions who had the first chance to go 
ahead, full back Leigh Halfpenny’s penalty attempt ricocheting 
off a post - but he made amends minutes later with the first of 
five successful penalties, after Lions’ pressure - including one 
huge concerted drive that propelled the Wallabies back on their 
heels. 

However, soon the boot was on the other foot, with two penal¬ 
ties awarded in quick succession against Vunipola, which 
Christian Leali’ifano converted, but then the Lions suddenly 
won a scrum penalty of their own and Halfpenny struck to level 
the score. 

As infringements mounted on both sides, the Lions lost a line- 
out when hooker Tom Youngs threw long (something of a rarity 
on this tour!) but five minutes later. Halfpenny put the tourists 
back into the lead, only for Leali’ifano to level it again with a 
well-struck penalty. Almost on halftime, the street-wise 
Wallabies averted a try under their posts by conceding a penal¬ 
ty, which Halfpenny stroked over, to regain the lead at 12-9 - 
and 10 minutes after the change-over, he made it 15-9 with a 
fifth successful penalty. 


Then began a desperate rearguard action as the Lions grimly 
fought to hang onto their six-point margin - with the lure of a 
historic series victory tantalisingly within their grasp. However, 
there were shades of recent Welsh misfortunes against the men 
from Oz, as the embattled tourists faced heartbreak at the 
death. 

With just three minutes left on the clock, their resistance 
finally broke under a remorseless onslaught, when Australia, 
having spurned an easy penalty, launched a final attack that 
saw Adam Ashley-Cooper cross over for a try converted by 
Leali’ifano to secure a one-point, 16-15, lead. 

As the warning hooter went to signal the end of another 
heart-stopping cliff-hanger. Halfpenny had one last chance with 
a penalty kick from more than 50 metres - but alas, this time it 
was not to be. 

“The last thing we want is to be I-1 going into Sydney for the 
final test”, Gatland had said before the outset. 

He and the assistant coaches know that the pendulum has 
now swung away and that is the reality... The Wallabies, who 
have yet to hit their full stride, go into Saturday’s decider with 
their tails high; while the Lions (minus their inspiring skipper, 
Sam Warburton) will have to step up several gears from the 
two earlier test performances if they are to prevail. 

• As The GEM was going to press yesterday, the team was 
announced, showing 10 Welshmen in all - and the bombshell 
dropping of Brian O’Driscoll from the match 23.

Eighteen off a handful of balls 
brought some late fingernail biting 
among the Pwll fielders with eight 
overs to go, but when Collins was 
cleaned bowled by Pwll paceman 
Rhodri Lewis, the Cavs' hopes of a 
win were gone. Hughes (52no) 
and Jonathan Cheal dropped 
anchor and batted out for the hon¬ 
ourable draw.
